We have bound files going back 


to Vol. 1, No. 1, starting with the 
initial issue Oct. 14, 1899—but no 
extra copies of course. 


We keep extra copies for 90 


days back, mainly for proof of 
publication of advertisements. 
That's about par for all daily 
papers. You appreciate it would 
take a warehouse to hold com- 
plete newspaper copies going 
back several years—not to 
mention the starting year 1899. 


When we have time we will 


consult the 1916 file of Star of 
Hope, a weekly at the time 
published by the late Ed. Mc- 
Corkle, who converted to a daily 
Jan. 1, 1920, and sold out to 
Palmer & Washburn Jan. 18, 


1929. 


Even if we find the item in 


question, there being no extra 
copies and the file itself being 
untouchable, it would be an 
expensive process to photograph 
it. 


We could make a typewritten 


copy, however. 


Beginning with our conversion 


to offset we abandoned 
the 


bound-file system and switched 
to micro-film. Here you have a 
"reader" which scans each page 
of the date in question. If desired, 
the Dallas laboratory which 
holds the master negative could 
then furnish a "positive" or 
proof of the desired page. This 
cost is moderate.

Delays Nixon 
Home Trip 


TEHRAN (AP) — A rash of 


bombs hit Tehran today, killing 
an Iranian woman, breaking 
both legs of a U.S. Air Force 
general and delaying President 
Nixon's schedule by 45 minutes. 


One explosion occurred about 


100 yards from the site of the 
President's final public appear- 
ance in Iran, at the tomb of the 
father of the Shah of Iran, 
where Nixon was to place a 
wreath. The bomb went off just 
outside the 10-foot wall around 
the tomb an hour before the 
President was due there. 


Nixon's motorcade was de- 


layed, but he went ahead with 
his appearance at the tomb of 
Reza Shah 20 miles outside 
Tehran. 


White House press secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler said a car in 
which Brig. Gen. Harold L. 
Price was riding in a Tehran 
suburb hit an explosive device 
in the roadway, killing an Ira- 
nian woman standing nearby 
and breaking both the general's 
legs. 


A third explosion shattered 


windows and damaged a side 
wall at the seven-story U.S. In- 
formation Service building in 
downtown Tehran. 


There was a fourth explosion 


at a Pepsi-Cola plant. 


"There is no indication what- 


soever 
that the acts 
were 


aimed at the life of the Presi- 
dent or members of his party," 
Ziegler told newsmen.

night, McClellan would not con- 
cede that he was in a runoff,

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court will have to 
step on the gas—hard—if it in- 
tends to finish work and get out 
of town by July. 


The justices handed down 


opinions in only five argued 
cases Tuesday. None was of 
overriding importance. Includ- 
ed among them was a ruling on 
patents for machines that re- 
moves veins from shrimp. 
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A total of 66 argued cases re- 


main. Among them: the legal- 
ity of the death penalty, base- 
ball's exemption from antitrust 
laws, and the wiretapping of 
domestic "subversives" by fed- 
eral agents without warrants. 


The court plans to meet to 


announce decisions once a week 
in June. This means it will 
have to accelerate to a rate of 
about 16 decisions a session to 
clear its docket. 


In the last 70 years, the court 


has never extended a term into 
July. The justices held a spe- 
cial session in July 1942, how- 
ever, to rule against a group of 
German submariners who had 
been 
intercepted 
by 
FBI 


agents, and in July 1957 to rule 
against a soldier, William S. 
Girard, who wanted to be tried 
in an American court in the 
slaying of a Japanese woman.

year.

two-day spring meeting of for- 
eign ministers to which Secre- 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
brought forth agreements in 
Moscow that opened the way to 
further East-West talks. 


There was also agreement to- 


day among the allies—in which 
France did not join—to press 
for separate talks with the So- 
viets on mutual and balanced 
reduction of forces in Europe. 


In a final communique, the 


ministers insisted "defense and 
detente are inseparable." They 
renewed their pledge to defend 
the freedom and security of all 
15 members of the alliance. 


But they added that they are 


working for an improvement of 
their relations with the coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe and 
seeking a 
just and 
lasting 


peace to overcome the division 
of Germany and promote the 
security of Europe. 


They noted progress in rela- 


tions between East and West,

Nixon Report 
to Congress

TEHRAN (AP) — President 


Nixon flew back to the Soviet

Nine Sfofe Clean- Air

SAO PAUIX), Brazil (AP) - 


Brazilian

over $250,000 and three para- 
chutes demanded by a hijacker, 
got the other 85 passengers and 
crew members off the Brarilian 
airliner and then recaptured 
the plane Tuesday night. 


As troops flooded the four en- 


gine turbo-prop Electra with 
tear gas, the hijacker killed 
himself with a bullet through 
his head. He was a stocky, 
dark-complexioned 
man 
who 


spoke with the accent of north- 
east Brazil. 


Nobody else was hurt, and 


the money was recovered. 


Armed with a small pistol, 


the hijacker had command- 
eered the Varig Airlines plane 
on a flight from Sao Paulo to 
Curitiba, 250 miles to the south. 
The gunman forced the pilot to 
fly back to Sao Paulo where he 
made his demands know. 


He wanted 1.5 million cru- 


zeiros and three parachutes. He 
also demanded that the plane 
be refueled and allowed to take 
off again for an undisclosed 
destination. 
In exchange 
he 


promised to free the passengers 
and all but three of the crew. 


Pilot Celso Caldera, carrying 


out the hijacker's orders, told 
the control tower that three 
men had taken over the plane.

EPA is required to promulgate 
its own regulations." 


Details of the plece-by-plece 


approvals and rejections were 
to be published in 200 pages of 
the Federal Register. The EPA 
also scheduled regional news 
conferences to discuss them.

South Vietnamese were suffer- 
ing setbacks. 


Abrams enjoys a close rap- 


port with the South Vietnamese 
military leadership, so word of 
his leaving might have had an 
unsettling effect at a critical 
time, the sources said.

been viewed as a sign of dis- 
satisfaction in Washington with 
the South Vietnamese army's 
performance.

Dear Reader—Severe acne 


is difficult to treat. One of 
the difficult things in prac- 
ticing medicine is that there 
are a number of problems 
that are difficult or impossi- 
ble to treat. Most doctors 
would like to be able to pre- 
vent cancer, cure heart dis- 
ease and yes, eliminate acne, 
but it is just not that simple. 


I do believe anyone who 


has a severe acne of the type 
your letter suggests 
your 


children have had does need 
expert care. That 
doesn't 


guarantee that there won't 
still be problems, but at least 
it may prevent them from 
being as bad as they might 
otherwise have been. The 


rest of your letter states you 
could go to Milwaukee or 
Madison. Why don't you see 
if you can get your doctor to 
refer you to the dermatology 
department at the University 
of Wisconsin in Madison. 
Most of the doctors welcome 
a consultation and if there is 
anything new which can be 
done with the severe type of 
acne 
which you 
describe, 


perhaps they can be of help. 
I don't mean to be discour- 
aging, but very severe cases 
of acne are often very diffi- 
cult to cure, even by the 
most 
competent dermatol- 


ogists available. 


Now 
about 
those hor- 


mones. Boys and girls both 
tend to develop the common 
variety of acne at the time 
they go through adolescence 
and start elaborating sex 
hormones. This is particular- 
ly true in boys. So it is a well 
established observation that 
sex hormones do influence 
skin 
problems 
sometimes 


making them worse. Birth 
control pills can 
actually 


help to relieve the problem 
in some cases. The difficulty 
is, which is immediately ob- 
vious, that birth control pills 
with female hormones are 
not exactly the best thing to 
give to sexually maturing 
boys, hence, it isn't done. 
Boys usually prefer to be 
boys.

BELFAST (AP) - A bomb 


blast 
damaged 
the 
heavily 


sandbagged Springfield 
Road 


police station and army com- 
mand post in Belfast Tuesday 
night, killing one British soldier 
and wounding four other sol- 
diers and two civilians. A sni- 
per killed another British soldier 
on patrol. 


The bombing came after a day 


of violent reaction by the Provi- 
sional wing of the outlawed 
Irish Republican Army to the 
cease-fire ordered by the rival 
Official faction. About 40 young 
gunmen were reported to have 
switched from the Officials to 
the Provisional so they could 
keep fighting. 


Chief of Staff Sean MacStio- 


fain of the Provisional ordered 
his rebel guerrillas to continue 
their bomb and bullet cam- 
paign despite the truce the Offi- 
cials announced Monday night. 


In addition to the two sol- 


diers, a 12-year-old girl shot on 
Sunday died during the night, 
raising the toll in three years of 
communal warfare in Northern 
Ireland to at least 352 dead. 
The child had been buying can- 
dy and was hit by a guerrilla 
who apparently was aiming at 
a policeman. 


Guerrillas also 
bombed 
a 


beer bottling plant in Belfast, 
causing |520,000 damage; a po- 
lice station at Dungiven, Coun- 
ty Tyrone, and a garage at 
Claudy, County Londonderry. 


Protestant militants planning 


an anti-IRA march in London- 
derry Saturday announced they 
would defy the British govern- 
ment order that 
they 
keep 


away from the center of the 
city and adjoining Roman Cath- 
olic sections. 


Last weekend thousands of 


masked, uniformed Protestants

New Yorker Witness 
off Bloody Assault

living in Israel, was waiting for 
his sister to come out of cus- 
toms when Japanese terrorists 
working for the Arabs staged a 
massacre at I/od International 
Airport, killing 25 persons and 
wounding more than 70. Here is 
his report of what he saw.

TEL AVIV (AP) — I was 


standing with my mother at the 
glass partition separating the 
public from the customs hall at 
the airport when I saw ex- 
plosions, lights and flashes, and 
heard guns firing. 


I was standing next to a pil- 


lar, and I yanked my mother 
behind it. She is 60. 


My mother said, "I'm hit." I 


looked, and there was a gouge 
in her knee. She was not se- 
riously hurt. 


Then the glass where I had 


been standing seconds earlier 
was shattered by gunfire. The 
next thing I knew, there was a 
short Japanese man standing 
up against the steel railing of 
the partition. 


He was firing his submachine 


gun from the waist, through the 
broken glass, 
into the hall 


where passengers buy tickets 
and the public waits for in- 
coming travelers. 


His face was screwed up and 


wincing, but there did not seem 
to be any hatred.

He just looked as though he 


was doing a job. 


I realized then that we were 


not so safe behind the pillar. 
He could have shot at us. I 
don't know why he didn't. He 
just stared straight ahead and 
fired his submachine gun. 


I took my mother's hand and 


started pulling her away from 
the pillar, toward the exit of 
the terminal. She slipped. I 
raised her up and dragged her 
out. I said, "Ma, don't run."

WASHINGTON (AP) — As 


the Texas state flag fluttered 
above the Treasury building, 
John B. Connally paid an emo- 
tional farewell to a crowd of 
about 500 of his employes gath- 
ered around Alexander Ham- 
ilton's statue.

secretary of the Treasury as 
perhaps the most exciting in 
the staid old department's his- 
tory, Connally said, "I leave 
it—and you—with mixed emo- 
tions."

Otto Mutters, Lorado, W. Va., 


chief deputy sheriff, told a Sen- 
ate l^abor subcommittee Tues- 
day that Buffalo Mining Com- 
pany Vice President Steve Da- 
sovich told him and another 
deputy, '"It's all right, you fel- 
lows can go back,'" less than 
two hours before the massive 
dam collapsed. 


"If Steve had known it was 


going to break, we could have 
gotten everybody 
out," said 


Mutters. "He made a bad judg- 
ment call." 


I based that on what I con- 


sidered to be sound judgment," 
Dasovich testified. 


The dam collapsed minutes 


after 8 a.m., Saturday, Feb. 26. 
The list of known dead stands 
at 118. Seven are still missing. 


Dasovich said he inspected

Dasovich said he also called 


Uie sheriff and told him "the 
in ing looks all right." 


Kent, who had checked the
